Mass Meeting Called For 
Monday Night 
By Council 


Improvements Needed 


Mayor Weeden Points 
Out Aims Of 
Council 


held by the City Council occurred 
last Tuesday evening when that 
body met to hear protests on the 
Resolution of Intention No 31—2 
by which it is proposed to improve 
streets east of the highway. 

A large number of residents of 
the city and a full Council were 
present on this occasion and from 
the numerous enthusiastic speeches 
and discussion held the meeting 
developed into a booster meeting 
for the street work, rather than 
one intended to hea rprotests. 

A protest was read by the Clerk 
containing 36 names of property 
owners and presented by F. J. Fur- 
nivall against the improvement. 
The petition had been circulatec 
by Furnivall who secured the great 
er number of the signers and there 
were letters from three of them re- 
questing that their names be taken 
off a sthey were in favor of the 
work bing done. 

Two of the masters at Menlo 
Junior college headed a group that 
protested the work as laid out on 
Pine street, but only for the rea- 
son that they believed that the 
improvement should be carried 
through to Ravenswood, but for no 
other reason. 

Mr. Cluff,who was présent, and 
who had laid out the property on 
Pine street, agreed to give the city 
a deed to the extension of that 
street si that the work could be le- 
gally carried through to Revens- 
wood. 

F,. J. Furnival in a letter told 
the Council that the proposed im- 
provements wer eno more than 
luxuryes at this time, thaat the 
time improvements of this nature 
had not arrived, but that when it 
did arrive the Council would be 
asked to have the work done. 

Mayor Weeden announced, fol- 
lowing the reading of the protest 
and letters, that it was time for 
the discussion of the maiter. 

Miss E. Noel, of the Menlo Park 
Realty Company, stated that Fur- 
nivali had written the Mills Es- 
tate Company at New York and 
requested them to file a protest 
against the work. This property is 
not within the limits of the pro- 
posed district to be improved. 

E. H. Hart, one of the masters 
at Menlo Junior College and who 
resides on Pine street, in ringing 
address stated that he favored the 
improvements, and was of the opin 
ion that they should be made a 
this time. He stated that during 
his residence in Menlo Park which 
covered a period of some two and 
one-half years, all he had heard 
was a continual fight and quarreld 


between some of the people. He 
-was of the opinion that if they 
would quit fighting and get to- 


gether the 
something. 

Loud applause greeted the ad- 
dress of John B. Welsh, who de- 
nounced the actions and methods 
of those who were opposing the 
improvements proposed. He stat- 
ed that when the city wanted 
sewers this element fought it; 
electric lights were needed and the 
same parties put up a fight, and 
the only way anything was done at 
all was by hard work on the part 
of progressive residents of the city. 
“It took 40,000 soldiers to put a 
side walk on Santa Cruz avenue,” 
said Walsh. 

Mr. Walsh said that as long as 
he had been in Menlo Park all that 
he had ever heard when improve- 
ment was mentioned was a kick. 
He thought that the council should 
go ahead with the improvement as 
outlined in the Resolution.

Miss Meta Kugeler deplored the 


conditions on Oak Grove avenue, 


declaring that side walks should be 
put in. As an illustration of this 
necessity she pointed out the fact 
that those attending the Catholic 
Church were compelled to walk in 
the streset in order to get there, 
thus placing their lives in peril. 
She was, very emphatic in the ex- 
pression of her opinion against 
those who were placing obstacles 
in the way of improvements.

Mayor Harry Weeden, in a well 
worded and forcible. address stated 
that the property owners had been 
misinformed in many instances in 
regard to the attitude of the City 
Council as far as improvements 
were concerned. It is not the in- 
tention of the council to railroad 
any matter, that it was their de- 
sire to work at all times for the 
best interests and upbuildng of the 
taxpayers. He stated that owng 
to the fact that materal was cheap, 
in fact probably lower in cost now 
than it would be again, now was 
the time to do the work. It was 
his opinion that now was the time 
to improve the streets, put Menlo 
Park on the may, and get home 
seekers to come here.

The Mayor declared in a tone 
that all could hear thaat he could 
see no reason for any person to 
withdraw, who had signed the or- 
iginal petition, without they had 
been misinformed by some propo- 
ganda artist or other designing 
party. 

Councilman E. Crane made a 
ringing speech in part as follows: 


“It is very seldom that we

Menlo Park, and I am taking 
this opportunity of clearing up 
a few misstatements 
were published in a 
published in Mayfield, 
circulated in Menlo Park.

“In this case, the bonding 
companies offered a very fair 
price for the bonds. 

“But on the day the con- 
tractors were to submit their 
bids, the bonding companies 
lowered their price. 

“This was due to the fact 


that malicious busybodies of 
Menlo Park, spread a_ report 
that the Menlo Park bonds 


were not worth the paper they 
were written on. 


“In : consequence, the cen- 
tractors raised their bids, in 
some cases eight and nfne 


thousand dollars, and the peo- 
ple of Stanford Park have to 
pay that much more for their 
paving. 

“This difference would near- 
ly pay the engineer’s fee. 

“So it will be seen _ plainly 
that whatever hardship has 
been placed on the people has 
been the work of a few dis- 
gruntled citizens. 


“I hope the  pecple — will 
think this over.” 
Crane informed those present

Some one in the audience at this 
juncture volunteered the informa- 
tion that the principal thing that 
Menlo Park needed now was an up 
to date undertaking establishmént |! 
from which to bury the mossbacks. 

M'ss Sarah Fry. whose property 
is at the corner of the high way 
and Encinal avenue stated that 
while property was not in the 
proposed improvement area she 
was decidedly in favor of the im- 
provements and thought that they 
should be carried out. She advo- 
cated a public mass meeting at 
which all could have a chance to 
express themselves. The council- 
men, seeing at once the philosophy 
of this suggestion agreed to meet 
on Monday night at Trinity Guild 
on Laurel avenue and ordered no- 
tices to be sent to all parties con- 
cerned in the matter. 

At this juncture Councilman 
Crane made a motion which car- 
ried, that the protests be referred 
to City Engineer Mehl for compu- 
tation. F. J. Furnivall demanded 
that some party be named to go 
over and check the petitions with 
Mehl and signified his willingness 
to do the work. The engineer stat- 
ed that he had no way of telling 
what property was represented on 
the protest and that he desired 
someone thorougi.-y acquainted 
with the district to asist in order 
to save the time necessary for trac- 
ing the records. 

Councilman Alfred E. Blake at 
this point stated that he was o: 
the opinion that Mr. Mehl should 
know where all of the properties 
protested were. He turned to the 
Mayor and other members of the 
council and said,“I say you are try- 
ing to railroad this through.” 

This cause quite a storm and was 
finally quieted when F. J. Furni- 
vall was ordered to be seated by 
Chief of Polce Love, after Mayor 
Weeden had asked him to be quiet 
when he tried to enter the 
ment from the floor.

Claiming their industry as the 
only one of its kind in California, 
Art and BE. C. Vierra of Moss Land- 
ing, in association with a San Fran- 
cisco concern and a group of Japan- 
ese capitalists with headquarters in 
the Orient, are attempting to culti- 
vate mammoth oysters near the 
mouth of Elkhorn slough, which 
empties into Monterey bay. Within 
two years the Vierra brothers plan 
to have more than a billion shell 
fish growing in their hatchery. 
Natural advantages of the location 
favor the growth of the oysters, 
which are imported from Japan and 
allowed to grow and spawn in the 
local waters. Specimens have been 
known to grow as large as 15 
inches. 
at their best if gathered for the 
market when about five inches long. 
In their native Japan it takes about 
four years for the baby oysters to 
mature, but in Moss Landing they 
are ready for the market within a 
year. The present crop, planted a 
few months ago, will be ready for 
consumers about Thanksgiving 


time, according to the Vierras. De- 
velopment of the baby oyster is 
carefully watched by S. Mayagi, 


Japanese scientist and shell fish ex- 
pert, one of the Vierra associates, 
who came from Japan esepcially to 
supervise the industry until it is 
established on a firm basis. 

Farm labor employment has be- 
gun in southern Alameda county, it 
was learned with the announce- 
ment that scores of men are being 
hired to thin apricots in the or- 
chards near Niles. The apricot 
crop is said te be unusually heavy 
this year. 

Hung Wah of Placerville, sole 
remaining pioneer Chinese of the 
gold-rush days of California, died 
recently at the County Hospital at 
the age of 96.

cooks «lo, except in emergency, the 
following good ones will warm and 
satisfy: 

Tomato Bisque.—Cook three cup 
fuls of tomatoes with one bay leaf, | 
four cloves, one-half an onion, two | 
teaspoonfuls of sugar ten minutes, 
then strain, add one-fourth tea- 
spoonful of soda and two cupfuls 
of white sauce. Serve at once 
with croutons. To prepare the 
white sauce take one and one-half 
tablespoonfuls of vegetable — oil, 
one tablespoouful of minced onion, 
one tablespoonful of cornstarch, 
one-half teaspoonful of salt, one 
cupful of milk and pepper to taste. 
Cook (stirring over a low heat) the 
oil and the onion, add the corn- 
sturch and stir and cook for three 
minutes, then add the milk and 
cook for five minutes. Strain and 
add to the hot soup. 

Baked Bean Soup.—Take three 
cupfuls of beans, three pints of 
water, two stalks of celery, bring 
to the boiling point, then simmer 
for 80 minutes. Rub through a 
sieve, add one and one-half cupfuls 
of stewed and strained tomatoes, 
one tablespoonful of chili sauce 
and salt and pepper to season.
